Drawings

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informalities: In clam 3, line 2, 
"am amount" should be --an amount--. Appropriate correction is required. 

3. Claims 1 , 5, 6, 7, and 9 are contains the trademark/trade name Teflon. Where a 
trademark or trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a 
particular material or product, the claim does not comply with the requirements of 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. See Exparte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 
1982). The claim scope is uncertain since the trademark or trade name cannot be used 
properly to identify any particular material or product. A trademark or trade name is 
used to identify a source of goods, and not the goods themselves. Thus, a trademark or 
trade name does not identify or describe the goods associated with the trademark or 
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trade name. In the present case, the trademark/trade name is used to identify/describe 
polytetrafluoroethene and, accordingly, the identification/description is indefinite.

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claim 1 recites a method of energizing a plasma antenna using power from the 
discharge of an electopropulsion engine comprising the steps of providing a slolid bar , 
contacting an electrode with the solid bar, charging a capacitor using a power 
processing unit, firing a spark ignitor to create an initial conducting path for a primary 
discharge, discharging electromagnetic particles initiated by pulse forming circuitry, 
releasing energy from the capacitor across the electrode gap, and ablating several 
layers of the solid bar, the ablation products ionizing and accelerating by an 
electromagnetic Lorentz force, and generating a pulse. 

Claim 8 recites a plasma antenna system comprising a propellant ad feed 
system, a capacitor charging power processing unit, an energy storage capacitor, and 
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wherein the energy is release over an electrode gap and resultant ablation products are 
ionized and accelerated by an electromagnetic force, thereby producing a pulse. 

None of the prior arts shows or suggests this plasma antenna and method of 
energizing the plasma antenna.
